FOR GUCAMONGANS. 


Although the ‘gossips and Dame 
Rumor have it that the postmaster. 
ship at Cucamonga is all fixed, the 
National Cjvil Service Reform Lea- 
gue of New York states that poli- 
tics will be barred and according to 
President Wilson first, second and 
third class postoffices will be award- 
ed to those attaining the highest rat- 
ing in competitive examination. 

On Setpember 24th examination 
for the Cucamonga office will occur 
here and it remains to be seen 
whether Dame Rumor has it correct 
as to who will be the next postmas- 
ter at Cucamonga. 

In many localities, where exam- 
inations have already been held, the 
league statement says, there has 





‘Ibeen an attempt by politicians to 


create the impression that the ex- 
amination was only a screen for poli- 
tical manipulation. 

So succesgful has this propaganda 
been in- certain cases that many 
qualified persons who otherwise 
would have applied have refrained 
from doing so, believing that without 
political pull it would be useless. 

The league urges that no atten- 
t'on be paid to such reports, but that 
all citizens residing within the de- 
livery of the vacant office, both men 
and women, apply for the position if 
they vertove they are qualified to fill 
ji. 

In this way the community will be 
assured of securing the best person 
available for postmaster. 

The order of President Wilson, is- 
sued March 31, 1917, provides that 
whenever a vacancy occurs there 
must be a competitivé examination 
to fill it, and that the candidate 
ranking highest must be appointed 
unless disqualified on account of 
character or residence. The National 
Civil Service Reform League was 
instrumental in securing the _ issu- 
ance of the order.

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NEW YOR BUYS 
FAMOUS MISSION 
VINEYARDS 


A deal has just been closed by 
which the Mission Vineyards of 1000 
acres, together with the $100,000 win- 
ery building, barns, residences and 
general equipment, become the prop- 
erty of Garrett & Company, of New 
York, the purchase being made of 
the Virginia Fruit Products, which 
company purchased the vineyards in 
April. : 

L. A. Weller, who is not only vice- 
president of Garrett & Company and 
manager forthe company in Califor- 


nia, as well as looking after his own 
citrus orchards, will continue as 
manager of the Mission. 

The latter; part of April the Mis- 
sion Vineyards which were at that 
time the property of Post and Klus- 
man, were sold to the Virginia Fruit 
Products Company, which is a Cali- 
fornia corporation, J. S. Perry being 
its president. 

The Mission Vineyards has quite 
a history connected with it, for when 
men of experience stated that the 
sand to the east of Cucamonga would 
grow nothing, such men as Messrs. 
George D. Haven, N. I, Milliken, M. 
E. Post, J. B. Lafourcade, John Klus- 
man and Secundo Guasti proved the 
statement unfounded. The first 
grape vines were set by George D. 
Haven and Mr. Milliken. Col. M. 
BE. Post was associated with Mr. 
Haven before forming the partner- 
ship with John Klusman, the firm 
being known as Post and Klusman, 
and from a small beginning these 
men built the Mission Vineyards to 
1000 acres in vines. 

In 1909 the total holdings of Post 
and Klusman amounted to 1000 acres 
and, forming the Mission Vineyard

What progress has been made 


by the County Forestry Commis- | 


sion, named by the supervisors 
some time since, we have not in- 
quired, and truth to teli, we are 
not just absolutely sure that we 
ave enthusiastically in 
bordering the highways with 
trees. A distinctly new thought 
on that subject, was furnished 
by a contributor to the Sun sev 
eral months ago when she _ in- 
auired—the writer was a well 
known San Bernardino woman 
--whether it was not obscuring 
insgnificent views of the moun- 
tains to shut the roads in with 
trees. 

However, there are _ places 
where they have no mountains 
to look at, and it may be that 
even here béauty should give 
way to utility, but an article in 
the Minneapolis Journal sums 
up the argument in favor of 
nut-producing trees under such 
conditions. The Minnesota pa- 
per is a little off in its physical 
geography, 
fornia is the real home and habi- 
tat of the English walnut, which 
the writer of what follows seems 
to think belongs further north, 
in the fog belt. Says the Minne- 
apolis Journal: 

‘‘Along the dirt road the dou- 
ble row of roadside trees is of 
questionable benefit. But the 
hard surface road has made such 
planting both pleasurable and 
profitable. Shelter, shade and 
show are the benefits we usually 
look for from the roadside tree. 
‘'o these we may now add food. 
All American nut trees are food 
trees, and all are practical road- 
side trees, handsome and hardy. 

‘From the forty-fifth parallel 
south to the Gulf, and from the 
Missouri river east to the sea, 
native nut trees flourish. In 
western Oregon..and Northern 
California the English walnut is 
at home. The pecan grows ne- 
tive throughout the Gulf states, 
and some of its varieties as far 
north as the Ohio river. The 
South is already planning to 
berder its roads with pecans. 
The shellbark hickory, the but- 
ternut and the black walnut are 
sure almost the. en- 
tire nut tree region; and chest- 
nuts are native from the Appa- 
lachians east.

Writer Questions Whether Mankind as 
a Whole Does Not Neglect the 
Best Investments. 

A thoughtful American who lost hts | 
life when the Lusitania was sunk re-| 
marked as he awaited his fate with 
calmness that “Death is the most beau- | 
tiful adventure in life.” It was a sin- | 
gularly impressive utterance which j 
was wired around the world, and it is 
still remembered and treasured in 
hosts of hearts. 

A tombstone in Flanders bears the 
words of another reflective American, 
Dinsmore Ely, a soldier from Chicago. 
With what seemed a premonition that 
the supreme sacrifice was at hand, he 
gave the world a thought comparable 
in interest and significance with that 
of Charles Frohman, when he wrote | 
tn his last letter to his mother that “Tt | 
fs an investment, not a goss, when a 
man dies for his country.” 

Both of these notable utterances | 
sound a high note too rarely heard in | 
our hurrying world of today. But if 
life is the greatest individual asset of 
any oné of us, surely its wise invest- 
ment should be our matter of greatest 
concern. What sort of an investment 
of life do we make in living selfishly 
for self? Can it yield an adequate re- 
turn? Does the very best that it has 
to offer—wealth, position, power— 
make it worth while? Nothing is more 
eertainly established than that these 
invariably disappoint the hearts set on 
them; and altogether impermanent is 
such satisfaction as they do. confer. 
As a matter of theory we admit, or 
most of us do, with Cicero, that Na- 
ture has lent us life at tnterest; and 
with Seneca, that the body is not a 
home but an.inn. We also give nomi- 
nal assent to the teaching of the faith 
into which we were born that life !n- 
trusts us with talents—one or more— 
of which we must make wise invest- 
ment. We are left in no doubt as to 
what that investment is, yet how few 
of us make it, and how little thought 
the world as a whole gives to invest- 
ments of the higher kind? 

Is it not that the world Is too much 
with us, that its investments are too 
alluring? Yet the soul which denies 
love asked of it, withholds kindness 
expected from it, or refuses the op- 
portunity for sacrifice offered to it, 
may have world banks filled and yet 
be bankrupt any moment. For the 
only investments that cannot fail are 
those of sacrifice and duty done and 
love.—Rochester Post-Express.

Medicine by Inhalation. 

That medicines for all diseases may 
be applied by inhalation is the conclu- 
sion of Dr. P. D. Schulz, of New York, 
after many years of experiment. Hith- 
erto this method has been chiefly con- 
fined to anaesthetics and remedies for 
respiratory affections, .but marked 
success Is claimed for it in both di- 
gestive and nervous troubles. The med- 
icine in liquid form !s used to satu- 
rate a sponge, which is Contained in 
a tube through which nitrous oxide 
gas as a “conveyor” is inhaled. Risk 
of chemical or other change from con- 
tact with food materials is avoided, 
and. the medicine is absorbed tnto the 
circulation from the lungs even more 
readily than from the stomach, smal- 
ler doses sufficing.

BY-PRODUCTS OF THE CITRUS 
INDUSTRY 





Cull oranges, lemons and_ grape- 
fruit which were formerly wasted 
are now turned into many useful 
products developed by the bureau 
of chemistry, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which is con 
ducting experimental work in the 
citrus by-products laboratory {fn Los 
Angeles. 


The problem of how to use eco- 
nomically the cull and waste fruit 
became more acute each year with 
the development. of the large orang 
and Jemon groves of California and 
Florida, The amount of waste fruit 
averages from year to year about 3 
per cent of the total crop. 

Since the establishment of the ex- 
perimental laboratory here, the by- 
products industry has developed rap- 
idjy. Now there are four stable con- 
cerns manufacturing lemon  by-prod- 
ucts. The plants of these concerns 
have a capacity of over 50,000 lbs. 
of lemon oil, 500,000 lbs. of citrate 
of lime and over 1,500,000 Ibs of 
citric acid. Twenty concerns are 
producing orange by-products to the 
extent of 6,000,000 pounds each year. 
The orange by-products include 
marmalade; marmalade stock, jellies 
and candied; peel. San Dimas has 
the largest rmalade factory’ in 
the state, and is the Exchange cen- 
ter for cull oranges. : 

Improved methods for the manu- 
facture of orange vinegar have been 
developed by the experimental work. 
Methods for the production from 
cull. grapefruit of candied peel and 
juices of excellent ~quality lave 
been devised. The existing methods 
for the manufacture of citrate of 
lime and of citric acid have been 
improved and adapted to California 
conditions. 

The benefiis to the grower of 
fruit is shown by the increase in the 
price of cull fruits since the experi- 
mental work was begun. ‘Less than 
tive years ago cull lemons could be 
had in large quantities for $5 a ton, 
while today they bring $20 to $25 a 
ton, notwithstanding the fact that 
a large quantity is now available. 
Sound cull oranges could be bought 
formerly in large quantities for $5 
a ton. Now all cull oranges placed 
on the market are snapped up quick- 
ly at from $20 to $30 a ton.

equally drastic. 

It was his way, however, to deal 
lightly with mere petulant outbursts. 
Thus, when the Twelfth Lancers mis- 
behaved in the summer of 1812 by re- 
fusing to turn out for church parade, 
he decreed that the entire regiment 
should be paraded every evening at 10 
o’clock, and stand at attention during 
the playing of five hymns by the band, 

No limit was set to the duration of 
the order, and the custom, as it-event- 
ually became,..was continued up to 
1912,- when it was abolished, after 
having lasted exactly 100. years. 

Far more serious notice was taken 
by the authoritiesof a mutiny which 
broke out among the Nineteenth Hus- 
gars at the Curragh camp in Noyem- 
ber, 1877. The trouble began through 
discontent with certain officers in con- 
nection with extra duty. No fewer 
than 75 of the malcontents were ar- 
rested and tried before a general 
courtmartial, the sentences ranging 
from five to eight years’ penal servi- 
tude, 

Very tragic was the outcome of a 
mutiny which broke out among thé 
garrison of Malta in April, 1807. The 
malcontents seized Fort Ricasoli, over- 
looking the grand harbor, where they 
were besieged by loyal troops. Event: 
ually, rather than surrender, they fired 
the magazine and all perished. 

Probably, however, the most danger- 
ous instance of wholesale disaffection 
occurred in 1859 among the British 
troops then serving in India. The 
disaffected men had enlisted to serve 
in the Old East India company. Yet, 
when the company ceased to exist, 
these men, by a stroke of the pen, 
were incorporated into the regular 
British army. ~

Statistics Not Always Right. : 

Statistics, thangh often interesting, 
are sometimes most misleading and 
futile. For example, it is interestinz 
to know fromthe census bureau, the 
number of prison commitments aniong 
the foreign-born population of the 
United States, but it would be most 
unsafe to base any generalizations on 
them, for the number of commitments | 
to prison is no Indication of the num- 
ber of crimes committed, and there 
are many more criminals at large than 
behind the bars. Those in prison were 
not clever enough to escape. They 
got caught. Those at large were able 
to commit their crimes and elude de- 
tection. The figures for America prob- 
ably are not very different. There 85 
per cent of the criminals are at large. 
It is fair to assume that this 85 per- 
cent is more intelligent than the 15 
per cent that got caught. Therefore 
the 15 per cent for which the statistics 
are given is a highly selected group, 
and any conclusions based upon such 
statistics are untrustworthy as applied 
to criminals in general, however val- 
uable they may be as to the compara- 
tively small number that are in Jail.

The Government Your Banker. 

In response to the desire of a num 
ber of soldiers who are being released 
from the army. Col. Arthur Woods, as- 
sistant to the secretary of war, has ar- 
ranged facilities for discharged men 
to deposit part of their funds at the 
camp and have them transferred to 
banks tn their home towns. Local | 
clearing houses in the vicinity of the 
twenty-three demobilization camps are 
appointing agents to handle these 
funds and will transfer them free of 
eharge to whatever bank the soldfer 
may designage. This gives the released 
soldiers an opportunity to safeguard 
such of their funds as they choose, and 
to have them forwarded free wherever 
they wish.
